WASHINGTON. Sept. S. (By Inter-
national Nws Sfervtre.) Industrial con-

Harding Deplores
Class Appeals In

Speech To Farmers
MARION. O.. Sept.

farmers' associations for distribution of
farm products were advocated by Sen.
ator Harding In a speech here today as
a necessity If food prices are to be re-

duced.
Speaking to a committee of the na-

tional board of farm organlxattons the
nominee declared ne abhorred any Idea
of class nrganlxatlon as such, but knew
that unlesa the producer and consum-
ers were brought closer together by or-

ganised effort, "organlied profiteering
will squeeie In somewhere between."

"With vour assent," said Senator
Harding, "I will not welcome you as
representatives of farmers' organisa-
tions and I shall make no appeal either
now or later to the people of the coun-

try which may he luhcled an appeal
In behalf of farmers, rermlt me. there-
fore, to welcome you as Americans. I
deplore the use In political campaigns
or lit public administration of special
appeals and of special interests. I de-

plore any foreign policy which tends
to groip together those of foreign
blood In groups of their nativity. I

deplore class appeals at home. I abhor
the soviet Idea, ana tne compromises
and encouragements which we have

een extended to It.
"When the responsibility for leader-

ship In this fight was placed upon me.
I said to myself that we must all unite
under the slogan 'America first ' When
I say America first, I mean not only
that America maintain her own Inde-
pendence and shall be first In fulfilling
her obligations te the world, but I
mean that at home any special Interest,
any class, any group of our cltlsena
hip that has arrayed Itself against the
Interests of all, must learn that at
home, as well as ahrnaj, America first
has a meaning, profound, and with God's

Id, everlasting."
